It hasnt got a 
hepe im hell,” Reilly said- 
“They're imtending to go 
back te a l4-team format 
which they abandoned 
some years ago because it 
didn’t work. Costs have ris- 
en about 220 percent since 
then, and they’ve wasted 
about $24 million on the na- 


tional competition 
already.” 
Reilly is a former goalkeep- 


er. He played for Australia 
in the 1973-74 Werld Cup 
campaign and now is a 
member of the VSF beard 


of management. 

“We've got te look at soccer as 
a business, or continue to go 
backwards,” Pallas said. 

“You get onto the board by 
buying sufficient shares. 
Hopefully, the people with 
the money also have the re- 
quired business expertise. 


“lI would buy quite a number 
af shares — 50,000 to 100,000 
— but if someone like Jack 
Reilly wanted to come in 
and buy the majority, I 
wouldn't object. If such a 
person thought he could run 
the club efficiently and 
profitably, then let him. 


“I suppose we could have a 
situation similar to the Syd- 
ney Swans and Geoff 
Edelsten.” 


Pallas added that if soccer is 
to compete with other big- 
money sports, it cannot af- 
ford to be run by well- 
meaning volunteers. 


Hetlas chairman Chris Chris- 
topher, a wealthy clothes 
manufacturer and restau- 
ranteur, has reservations. 


“We've talked casually about 
issuing shares, but the deci- 
sion is up to the members,” 
he said. “I would limit the 
amount of shares any indi- 
vidual could hold, so as to 
prevent takeovers. Hellas 
is a traditional Greek club, 
controlled by its members. 
I wouldn’t want one or two 
in compelte control. I'm 
more sentimental than 
that.”

Not that any proof was 
needed, but boy, how 16-year- 
old George Cross player John 
Markovski has caught the 
imagination of the media! 
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He polled 10 votes. That's 
more than the number of full 
NSL appearances this exciting 
teenager has had.

He plans to wear a Socceroo strip in Italy 
in the 1990 World Cup finals, win the 1986 
Victorian Rothmans Medal, and clinch a con- 
tract with either Panathinaikos or AEK after 
making his mark in the National League next 
year. 

Now, that’s what I call ambition. 

What the heck, if you don’t aim for the stars 
you ain’t going to get far. That's the philosophy 
of Melbourne Hungaria’s Lou Theodosopoulos. 

Yes, I know. He knows too. Lou who, you ask. 

And playing in a struggling Victorian State 
League team isn’t getting him closer to realising 
his ambitions. Or is it? 

“What would have been the point of me join- 
ing a National League club this year just to sit 
on the bench now and again and play most of 
the season in the youths? That’s what happened 
to a mate of mine, John Kanesoulis, when he 
was at Hellas,” said Theodosopoulos. 

“I just wanted to make a bit of a name for 
myself this year, get a few votes in ‘Soccer 
Action’ now and again and then win the Roth- 
mans Medal. Nothing big time,” he adds with 
an impish grin. 

. “Hey, I’m not coming across like I'm up my- 
self, am 1?” 

Not to me, but I can’t answer for the readers. 

What I can Say is that I've never met a more 
self-assured 19-year-old soccer player in the 
seven years I’ve been writing for this publica- 
tion. Never! He has a distracting habit of period- 
ically breaking into laughter or simply flashing 
his wide, devilish grin at you and making you 
wonder if he means what he says. 

His brother Costa, who joined Green Gully 
from Melbourne Hungaria earlier this year, has 
a similar trait. 

Lou Theodosopoulos is as quick with his 
hands as he is with his tongue. Five fights in a 
boxing ring for five wins attest to that. 

He started boxing as a 12-year-old. Ask him 
why and he snaps back: “Because I was 
gifted.” 

_He’s been shown the art of self defence by 
Jimmy Bell, Paddy McElhinney and Paddy 
Green among others. He had his first fight at 16, 
his unblemished record involves three amateur 
and two exhibition bouts, but boxing now sits in 
the bleachers when it comes to soccer. 

“I broke my nose about a year and a half ago 
and I haven't done much sparring since. My 
brother's been pushing me hard this year and 
I'm more dedicated to soccer than ever before. 
I used to like the good life, go to all the night 
clubs and that sort of stuff. It’s not the late 
nights, it’s the early mornings that kill you.

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down to soccer fully but I’m not far off doing so. 

“T know what I’m capable of in soccer. No- 
one else does but maybe one day they will.” 

Theodosopoulos joined Melbourne Hungaria 
as a nine-year-old. When he was 15 he joined 
the under 16s at South Melbourne Hellas ‘“‘be- 
cause Hellas is Hellas.” 

He spent a season with Hellas before rejoin- 
ing Melbourne “‘to play senior soccer.” Imagine 
his consternation then, when in 1983 he found 
himself on the bench for the Melbourne 
reserves! 

“That changed when Micky Lynn took over 
from Tommy Randles as coach that year. Tom- 
my Randles didn’t like me. That was obvious 
because I was miles away from figuring in his 
first-team plans. But as soon as Micky came I 
was in the senior squad and the following year 
under him I established myself in the team. 

“We finished fifth in First Division in 1984 
which was a pretty fair effort when you realise 
how many young players Micky introduced into 
the first team. We were a pretty skilful side but 
while skill gets you by one week, you're liable to 
get kicked off the park the next week and witha 
lot of kids in the side you can’t handle it.” 


Socceroo of 
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Lynn joined Sunbury for the 1985 season and 
Paddy Bannon took over as Melbourne’s player- 
coach. Bannon guided the club to the First Divi- 
sion championship and the Victorian League 


* Cup, a rare double, but Melbourne found itself 


back in State League, after a lengthy absence, 
facing financial problems that forced the club 
to slash wages this year. Bannon returned from 
the World Cup recently to find he’d been 
sacked and that the caretaker coach during his 
absence, Ian McCarthy, had been appointed as 
his successor. 


“Paddy Bannon is my main man. Make sure 
you put that down: It'll look good in print,” 
Theodosopoulos said. 


“He’s a great guy and a great coach and it 
really is a pity that he got the sack. I don’t know 
the behind-the-scenes things that went on but I 
can't see a reason for sacking him. The morale 
of the players was rock-bottom when the news 
broke because everyone respected him and a 
coach can’t ask for more than that. 


“But Ian McCarthy has put on some great 
training sessions and we've picked up a few 
points recently. I really don’t think that we’ll go 








down. The relegation thing will go right down 
the wire, though. 


“You Know, I don’t see a great team in the 
State League this year. There’s a fine line sepa- 
rating every side in the league and each match 
is a toss-of-the-coin affair. 


“T’ve had a bad year in front of goal. I think 
I've put too much pressure on myself by want- 
ing to do too well. Last year I was Melbourne's 
top scorer with 12 goals yet I played up front 
only eight times. This year I've scored only five 
goals. 

“But the team is starting to get it together and 
that’s the main thing. McCarthy made a good 
move by taking Robert Morrey out of the attack 
and playing him in midfield. We've got a tough 
and skillful midfield in Morrey, Paris Tzamba- 
zis and John Wallace. We hit pretty hard on the 
break. Morrey and Paris win the ball and give it 
to me, then I dribble past four defenders and 
score.” 

That impish grin is back. 

“I want to play for Australia in the 1990 
World Cup finals. Why not? That’s my goal. 
I’m leaving Melbourne at the end of the year 
and me and Costa are going to Greece to trial 
with Panathinaikos and AEK. Ii that doesn’t 
work out P’ll come back and give the National 
League a go.” 

Seems easy, doesn’t it? 

And who am I to dampen this teenager's 
enthusiasm? 

I can tell you this much: he’s a damn fine 
footballer. His first touch is superb, he’s quick, 
he’s brave and he’s aggressive. And, as I’ve just 
found out, full of confidence. 

Is that the recipe for a future Socceroo?

be deft too, 
says Shoulder

Jimmy Shoulder, head coach at the Australian Institute 
of Sport, has been ousted from two Australian national- 
team coaching jobs. 

He lost the senior-team job in the late 1970s and the 
youth team job this year. 

He’s certainly not bitter about his two sackings and he is not 
worried about the possibility that someone within the ASF is 
continually ‘gunning’ for him. 

“The reason I lost the youth team job was because I didn't win 

the World Youth Cup,” Shoulder said. 
. “L don't Know whether it’s also because I’m British or because I 
tend to be pretty forthright about things. People keep telling me 
Ee a nice bloke and yet there always seems to be & campaign to 
get me. 

“It doesn't really concern me. I would be extremely concerned 
if it hindered my present job at the Institute which, in turn, would 
hinder the development of a programme which benefits Austra- 
lian soccer. 

“ As far as the personal side is concerned, it doesn’t bother me. 
I'm too long in the tooth now. 

“I do think that anyone who is out te get me is being silly 
because I think I do have something to offer and I’m not being 
made best use of.” 

Shoulder has learned a number of things from his past two trips 
to Europe with Australian teams. 

“The Worid Youth Cup finals in Russia was the biggest educa- 
tion and then. to go back to Holland in May and play against a 
whole lead ef European professionals, just reinforced the fact that 
we have now pot to the stage with Australian youth soccer where 
we are producing players who, in athletic terms, are as good as 
any in the world,” said Shoulder. 

“But, if we want to compete with them right at the very top level, 
if we want to compete with the Russians and with the Brazilians, 
we've reached the stage where we've got to be able to keep the 
ball 

“We aren't really good at that because, technically, we can’t 
perform as well as they can at the speed that’s required.” 

Shoulder was pleased with the AIS team’s performances in 
Holland, saying the team never had its back to the wall, despite the 
fact that its opponents were often older and members of senior 
professional teams. 

AS a result of his European experiences, Shoulder stresed the 
importance of technical work at the Institute. 

It is aimed at developing the ability to keep possession of the 
ball and involves contro! skills, passing skills and team work. 

“We can be as fit as we like, we can be as aggressive as we 
like, we can be mad dogs, but if we can’t keep the ball, if we 
can’t play technically as well as the opposition, then it’s always 
going to be a battle.”

The study found there 
had been only one spinal 
cord injury in Australian 
soccer in the past 26 years, 
compared with 50 in rugby 
league, 39 in rugby union 
and 20 in Australian Rules. 

Yet soccer has by far the 


most competitors — 449,985, « 


including 31,000 females on 
1985 figures. Competitors in 
the other codes: Australian 
Rules 303,100, rugby league 
162,220 and rugby union 83,610 
{1982 figure). 


The information relates to 
113 patients admitted to the six 
spinal injuries units in Austra- 
lia between 1960 and 1985. 
Ninety-seven patients and the 
parents of six footballers who 
died were interviewed. Twen- 
ty-four patients were 
schoolboys. 

Professor Tom Taylor, Spin- 
eCare’s chairman, said: “Facts 
are now available for this seri- 
ous problem to be placed ina 
true perspective. 

“Rugby Union and Rugby 
League can no longer be 
viewed as games, but rather, as 
near mortal combat.” 

There has been a dramatic 
increase in injuries since 1977, 
particularly for schoolboys. 
Only one schoolboy injury oc- 
curred in Rugby Union before 
1977, but there have been elev- 
en since. Thirty-four percent of 
injured players in Rugby 
Union were schoolboys — 
against 15% in Rugby League. 
Taking into account the num- 
bers playing, schoolboy inju- 
ries in Union are four times 
more common than in League. 

In Rugby Union, 62% of all 
injuries occurred in scrums; 
and 30% in League. Of these, 
68% occurred as a result of 
packing (when the two sets of 
forwards come together). This 


represents 23 preventable 
disasters. 

Only 17% of players have 
returned to normal after 
treatment. Forty-four percent 
have died or are totally 
incapacitated. 

Only two schoolboys re- 
ceived government grants. 
Four others are expecting set- 
tlements. In view of the stag- 
gering costs of quadriplegia, 
current insurance arrange- 
ments need to be drastically 
reviewed. 

There were no schoolboys 
injured in Rugby Union or 

\ League in 1985 — possibly be- 
cause of the rule changes for 
players under 19. However, 
this year two patients were ad- 
mitted to the Spinal Cord Inju- 
ries Unit at the Royal North 
Shore Hospital. Both were 
hookers playing Rugby Union. 
One is a schoolboy. 

Professor Taylor said: “Spin- 
eCare is comimitted to reduc- 
ing spinal injury in football. We 
strongly plead for the strict ap- 
plication of rules for players 
under 19. Scrum injuries, the 
major cause, should then be 
eliminated.”

Cake and candle 
for Alan Hunter 


Alan Hunter of Heidel- 
berg-Alexander sat back 
in surprise as a small 
chocolate birthday cake, 
topped by one sparkling 
candle, was unexpected- 
ly placed before him at 
the Socceroos’ Sydney 
base, the Camperdown 
Travelodge, last week. 

The tall defender had ex- 
pected his 22nd birthday last 
Wednesday to pass quietly. 

“It is my first birthday 
away from home and probably 
the best present I could get 
would be to wear the green 
and gold on Sunday,” he said. 

“It was my brother David's 
birthday fast Friday but ! 
didn’t think any of the players 
knew about today.” 

Hunter switched this year 
from Brisbane Lions to Hei- 
delberg to improve his 
chances of national selection. 
His consistency was reward- 


ed with inclusion among the 
group of Socceroo 
newcomers. 

His career started as a five- 
year-old with Acacia Ridge in 
Brisbane and his 12 years with 
the club were mostly as a 
striker. 

He was in the unbeaten 
Queensland Under 15, 16, 18 
and 19 representative teams 
as a defender. 

From that squad, Frank Fa- 
rina, Danny Wright, Russell 
Stewart and Steve Glockner 
were chosen in the Australian 
Youth team which qualified 
for the 1983 world finals in 
Mexico. 

“I needed a cortisone in- 
jection for a cyst on my foot 
to play in the trials and had an 
operation later to remove it 
when I missed selection,” he 
said. 

"It was disappointing at 
the time but I'm pretty happy 
about getting into the senior 
squad.” 
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Passing—the essence of good play 


Ron Greenwood, the former West 
Ham United and England manager, 
defined a good pass as one that is 
playable first-time by the receiver. 

The next time you watch a game in 
person or on (television, concentrate par- 
ticularly on the passing and see how 
many passes really are good ones, ac- 
cording to Greenwood’s definition. 

If players consciously thought about 
making their passes easy to control in- 
stead of just belting the ball in the 
general direction of team-mates, I'm 
sure their team’s performances would 
improve dramatically. 

It depends te some extent, of course, on 
how well a player knows his team-mates. 

If a player knows that a team-mate is 
strictly one-footed, he should try to deliv- 
er the ball to that player’s goed foot as 
often as possible. 


If a team-mate is weak in the air, the 
ball should, whenever possible, be deliv- 
ered to him on the ground, and so on. 

The more skilful the piayers, the more 
likely we are to see ‘good’ passes, as de- 
fined by Greenwood. Most of the over- 
seas games we see on television bear this 
out. 


A skilful player can, because of his su- 
perior ball control, make a bad pass look 
good. 

Conversely, a good pass can look bad 
because the receiver lacks the skill to 
either control] the ball or to play it first- 
time, or even to read the situation accu-

a, and be in position to receive the 
all. 

There are many appropriate training 
exercises for developing passing skills 
which, after all, are at the heart of the 
game. 

One of the best is a simple game of 
‘keepings-off, where six players, for ex- 
ample, try to retain possession of the ball 
against a number of opponents. 

Numbers can be varied depending 
upon the skill of the players, as long as 
the side trying to retain possession has 
more players. 

The space in which the teams are 
working can also be increased or de- 
creased depending upon the number of 
players involved and their level of skill. 

I've seen local players become bored 
with this type of exercise, yet I’ve seen 
English and West Germans internation- 
als doing exactly the same exercise for 
extended periods and with great 
enthusiasm. 

The other major difference between 
the locals and the internations! was that, 
whitst most local players had difficulty 
in making more than a dozen or so con- 
secutive passes, the English and West 
Germans were making anything up te 
180 uninterrupted passes. 

Passing skills and the ability to retain 
possession of the ball under pressure 
have to be of the highest order for a 


group of players to accomplish this wort 
of feat. 

It must also be remembered that there 
are some exercises common to all soccer 
teams, be they professional international 


teams, or local semi-professional and 
amateur teams. 

The way in which the exercises are 
done is the crucial factor. 

The international players work hard at 
them, honing their skills in the process, 
whereas too many of our local part-tim- 
ers and amateurs regard such exercises 
as too simple or too easy, often despite 
the fact that they can’t do them properly, 
and so prefer to bludge. 

Watching local games, one often hears 
the cry, “Good pass!” when it has been 
anything but a good pass. 

The next time you watch a game on 
television, pay particular attention to the 
quality of the passing, bearing in mind 
Greenwood’s definition and compare it 
with what you see at the local level. 

I'm sure Ron Greenwood would have 
been delighted with Peter Reid's pass to 
Gary Lineker which led to the opening 
goal in this year’s FA Cup final. 


The Everton striker did not have to 
break stride while running onto the pass 
and he scored with his shot. 


That was not just a good pass, but an 
excellent one, and that, surely, is what 
the beautiful game of soccer is all about.

Robbie McKegan is a very determined 
young man. Having been plagued with 
injuries throughout his Australian ca- 
reer, he is now swimming his way to 
full fitness and hoping to become a per- 
manent member of Ku-Ring-Gai’s NSW 


State League team. 

At the same time he has taken on the man- 
agement of a shop specialising in uni-sex fash- 
ions in Sydney’s mid-city centre. McKegan is 
well qualified to do so, having spent some time 
in fashion designing during his years in Austra- 
lia, when he worked as a cutter of women's 
clothing in plus Elizabeth Street. 

It is a big step for Robbie, who at one stage 
opted for the security of a banking career, a 
decision which prevented him from taking up 
an option to train on with Scottish Premier 
League side Hibernian. 

Robbie is fairly certain that he has made the 
right decision by staying in Australia, rather 
than facing the uncertainties of a full time 
soccer career in the land of his birth. Having 
returned to the fashion world, it is now his aim 
to fully establish himself as a soccer player 
and realise his ambitions to get to the top of the 
Australian tree at least. 

Robbie McKegan was born in Edinburgh on 
March 4, 1962, has two sisters and first enjoyed 
soccer at primary school, aged 6.

against Nepean. Confronting only the oppos- 
ing goalkeeper, he slipped the ball inte the 
empty net only to be brought down after re- 
leasing the ball, by a defender arriving on 
the scene from the side. The result was a 
broken ankle and it put Robbie out of the 
game for some time. 


Hakoah decided against retaining him and it 
was then that Sydney Olympic, in the shape of 
Ljubo Gojkovic stepped in. 


Gojkovic was short of a sweeper and con- 
verted McKegan to that role with superb suc- 
cess. Ljubo, to this day, swears by Robbie's 
talent in that position. 


Sydney Olympic parted company with 
McKegan in 1982 and the dedicated youngster 
moved across to Ku-Ring-Gai where he was 
pressed into service as a forward. He showed 
plenty of potential and his only problem was a 
recurrence of that old ankle injury and ham- 
string problems. 


Still on Ku-Ring-Gai’s books, Robbie took 
himself off to Scotland and trialled with Hibs 
for six weeks. He was offered a chance to 
stay on, but with the uncertainties of life in 
Scotland and a secure job at the National 
Bank waiting back here, he elected to return 
to his base on Sydney’s lower North Shore. 


Under Denis Ford he started to pick up the 
pieces with Ku-Ring-Gai. It was as a striker 
that McKegan began to show his best form 
again in 1985 and in his first game back he 
scored within minutes as a substitute. 

Unfortunately, injury reduced his appear- 
ances to a scattered few and a nagging groin 
Strin was this time the culprit. 


Under doctor's advice Robbie now s 
training nights swimming and puts in sts 
extra hours of his own. He has tried heat treat- 
ment and has travelled widely to seek expert 
help, but now believes that the swimming re- 
gime will be the answer

Although the gifted South American spent only two years at 
Olympiakos, he is remembered with great affection in Piraeus.

In outplaying Australia even though 
they had arrived from Europe only on 
the morning of the match, the Czechs 
confronted Frank Arok with three 
uncomfortable truths: 

@ The Australian team is not fast 
enough; 

@® VVhereas strikers are supposed 
to operate in pairs, it seems that the 
Kosmina-Soper combination never 
will develop into a cohesive unit; 

@ Australias defensive formation 
is a sitting duck for a good team with 
wingers. 

On the credit side, Angie Poste- 
coglou made a promising debutin the 
right-back position vacated by Alan 
Davidson; Jeff Olver was safe and 
confident in his first game as Terry 
Greedy’s successor in goal Charlie 
Yankos remains a first-class interna- 
tional player despite a few problems 
this year atclub level and Graham Ar- 
nold, in scoring his sixth goal in 10 
internationals, Surely must be vying 
for a regular position in the starting 
line-up. 

Although they had been flying for 
21 hours, and had rested for only 
three hours in their hotel before the 
match, the Czechs were much sharp- 
er and faster than the Australians. 
They made space and moved into it 
much more quickly than the Austra- 
lians did. 

They weren't afraid to push up in 
numbers. Right-back Stanislav Levy 
was a constant attacker; central 
midfielder Jan Kocian often was 
dangerous near goal; ivan Hasek pro- 
vided width on the right and Karel 
Kula on the left; and of course there 
were three forwards — Miroslav 
Siva and Milan Luhovy wide, with 
Lubos Kubik in the middle. 

Australia was static until it finally 
cut loase in the last 15 minutes, 
when the Czechs tired. There were 
long periods when no-one even tried 
to runn off the bail tin order to create 
space for attacks. And of all the play- 
ers in the opening line-up, only three 
— Postecoglou, Graham Jennings 
and Marshall Soper can be regarded 









back for the entire match to mark 
Siva, leaving Postecoglou as the only 
fast player going forward. Even Chris 
Kalatzis wasn't given much chance 
to use his speed after coming onas a 
substitute. 

Kosmina and Soper have had their 
days of glory, but they earned them 
as individuals, not as an attacking 
unit. They don't seem to be on the 
Same wave-length. 


Arok’s usual’formation includes 
two stoppers, a sweeper and two 
full-backs who are supposed to push 
up as wide midfielders. That works 
when the oppoSition plays with two 
strikers whom the stoppers can 
mark. Czechoslovakia, however, had 
two wide forwards and only Kubik in 
the middle. Australian stoppers Rob- 
bie Dunn and David Ratcliffe thus 
were at a loose end. Dunn often 
moved forward. Ratcliffe seemed 
confused, yet it was Dunn who cam 
off at half time, to make way for Ka- 
lantzis, as Arok reduced his defence 
to four men. Unfortunately, Jennings 
continued to be a marker. He did a 
good job but Australia missed his 
surging attacks on the left. 


And the Socceroos perhaps would 
have had more energy had Ken Mur- 
phy not twisted his knee in the 32nd 
minute. He was dynamite in the Soc- 
ceroos previous outing, against 
Scotland — but then, players have 
games like that only rarely. 

Zarko Odzakov, jike Yankos and 
Graham Arnold, received praise from 
Czech coach Josef Masopust but the 
Odzakov-Peter Raskopoulos pairing 
isn't quite right. They appear to be 
too similar. Perhaps Sergio Melita will 
add a contrasting dimension when 
he plays in the second game at Hind- 
marsh Stadium tonight 
(Wednesday). 

Paul Wade, who replaced Murphy, 
had a hand in the move that fed to 
Arnold’s goal, and he did win the ball 
quite often in the air. He’s a 100 per 
cent player and although we didn’t 
see the best of him on Sunday, he 
may well be the man to provide the
